How to Keep It In Good Riming Order 


REGULATING 


Always have your watchmaker, or jeweler regulate your watch. 
If this is not 


convenient you can do it yourself by observing the following directions: 


If it runs fast, move the regulator towards the letter "S;" if slow, towards 


the letter "F." 
All watches, even of the same make, are not affected alike by the 


regulator, but the following is an approximation. The distance from one mark to 
the next on the index will alter the lime about one minute per day. 


In the higher grades, having the micrometer regulator, turn the Screw to the 


left to make them run slower and to the right for faster. 


To get the greatest accuracy from your watch, have a regular time for wind- 


ing and keep it as nearly as practicable in the same position. 
It can be hung up 


at night, or, if worn in a vest pocket, the garment can be hung up. 
It is not a 


good plan to put your watch under the pillow.

Urge Release of Fr. O'Donnell 


LONDON, Nov. 26.—Father O'Donnell, the Australian chnplnin, who 


was arrested on Aug. 18, charged with the use 'of traitorous and dis- 
loyal language, pleaded not guilty when arraigned before a court martial 
here todiiy.

How to Keep It In Good Ruuing Order 


REGULATING 


Always have your watchmaker, or jeweler regulate your watch. If this is not 


convenient you can do it yourself by observing the following directions: 


If it runs fast, move the regulator towards the letter "S;" if slow, towards 


the letter "F." All watches, even of the same make, are not affected alike by the 
regulator, but the following is an approximation. The distance from one mark to 
the next on the index will alter the lime about one minute per day. 


In the higher grades, having the micrometer regulator, turn the screw to the 


left to make them run slower and to the right for faster. 


To get the greatest accuracy from your watch, have a regular lime for wind- 


»ing and keep it as nearly as practicable in the same position. 
It can be hung up 


at night, or, if worn in a vest pocket, the garment can be hung up. 
It is not a 


good plan to put your watch under the pillow.

Patrolman Ganley stated that he and

brothers and that while Felix denied

selves alone; It should be prevent- 
ed from doing harm td others. But 
when two reasonnhlo parties

not come to agreement, it ia timo 
to look behind the scones for 
a 


third party whoso interest Is lo 
keep them o.uarrclling. This ap- 
plies to labor disputes as well as 
other disputes. Sometimes both em- 
ployer and employe are unreason- 
able and do not seek 
agreement 


but conquest; in which caso their 
unreasonableness ought not lo ho 
permitted to cause 
inconvenience 


or loss to tho public. 
But thero 


have been occasions when both em- 
ployers and employes were reason- • 
able enough to be able to reach an 
agreement, and were prevented by 
hidden influences.
